How to Get Government Land 


.Bismarck District. 


THE HOMESTEAD 


Law gives the head of a family, male or female, 
the right to enter a quarter section, 160 acres, 
of vacant land if he or she is a native born citi- 
zen of the United States, or if foreign born has 
taken out "first papers." A single man (or sin- 
gle woman) over 21 years of age is given the 
same chance. Within six months from date of 
"entry the party must build a house on the land 
taken and begin Ijving in it. 
If he lives on and 


farms it for five years title is acquired by prov- 
ing those facts and paying the land office fees 
four or eight dollars-the latter the highest 
figure. If at any time before the five years run 
out. the homesteader wants to pay for his land, 
he can do so. The price per acre is §1.25 and 
$2.50. The cheaper price rules on lands forty 
miles from the Northern Pacific railroad, and 
the hij-her, $2.50, within that distance.

more than ninty days.gets the time he served (or 
if discharged "ii account of disability or the 
clo-eof the war the whole time for which he 
enlisted) deducted from the five years.

THE PBE-EMPTION LAW

Prom the glowing, cauldron 
of fire— a hissing shrine—the swarthy work- 
men, with distended sinews and powerful* 
muscles, carried the ill-shapen wrought iron 
masses, simmering with a heat as conden ed 
as that from which it came, and laid them 
on 
an iron 
bod. The building trem- 


bles 
as 
the 
mighty 
trip-hammer— 


the largest in the world—descends and solidi- 
fies and shapens the cooling metal. At last 
a solid piece of iron of the requisit3 length 
and thickness is complete and is then re- 
moved to another foundry on powerful 
trucks where, resting in a semi-circular bed, 
large borers slowly tut surely chisel out the 
center, while the exterior is rounded and 
smoothed by immense'knives. 
Finally it is 


placed among its comrades in the yard 
where literally thousands of others—field 
pieces and mortars, howitzers and smooth- 
bores, eighteen-pounders and eightv-one- 
tonners—lay strewii around—a vast arma- 
ment giving one a startling idea of the 
horrors of "grim-visaged war." 


The eighty-one ton infant, stretching to a 


length of twenty-seven feet, lay peacefully 
at the entrance to the gun foundry, as docile 
and harmless in his mental grandeur as a 
stranded whale. But let that gaping, omin- 
ous mouth once speak; let it but utter a 
single hissing syllable, and death and de- 
struction are the result. A trial of the great 
gun was made at Dover. Four men rammed 
down a gigantic charge of 450 pounds of 
powder. At a given signal a dense volume 
of smoke, preceded by a blinding flash, 
startled the assembled crowd. A few mo- 
ments after and the projectile, weighing 1,- 
700 pounds, struck and ploughed up the water 
at a calculated distance of four miles. The 
recoil of the gun carriage was no less than 
seven feet. The doors and windows of the 
surrounding houses rattled, others shook to 
their foundation; the large panes of glass in 
t>fe light-house were blown out—aud the 
grim old monster sut sided. 


I wandered for an hour or more among 


the warlike derelicts, huddled together by 
the 
hundreds iu out-of-the-way comers 


among pyramids of cannon-balls, chain shot' 
rockets aud shrapneK Some had seen serv- 
ice—old veterans, rusty, smoke-be<rrimtned 
and crippled. In a solitary cojner lay a 
group of Florentine guns of 1T50; near by 
was a long, sleuJer cannon cast in 1077, while 
beyond it were seen several pieces, of ord- 
nance from India and the Crimea. 


Famous and war-tried cannon are treated 


with great respect. The White Tower in 
London is surrounded with a curious collec- 
tion of old cannon, some of very heavy cal- 
iber and highly decorated.

ginning the second j ear breaks another five 
acres and cultivates and plants the third and 
fourth years When he gets his ten acres (the 
lawful area) planted, he keeps tbe trees culti- 
vated and in good growing condition for four 
years more, or eight years from -date of his 
entry.

in the indictment, and six of whom were for 
acquittal 
In view of these facts conneel be- 


lieved that the presumption of innocence bad 
b<»en greatly strengthened and defendant should 
be admitted to bail. 


Tte court refused to admit Magill to bail, but 


gave his decision without prejudice. New appli- 
cations maj be made until the court refuses with 
prejudice.

immediate direction ot our recently appointed 
judge. Jn the court room these changes are 
most noticeable, and everywhere are seen ad 
(iitions to secure comfort. 
Here order has 


superseded confusion and a tightening of the 
reins haa certainly been followed by an in- 
creased respect for law. 
We were much im- 


pressed 
with 
the contrast 
and deem it 


within our provmc- of duty to express the 
commendation we feel. 


Owirjg to the inadequacy of the accomoda- 


tions provided, the grand jury was compelled 
to accept the CDU rteby of the county treasurer 
atd avuil themselves of the use of his office, 
causing considerable inconvenience to his 
dcpnt v, and impeding, to some extent, his work 
Because of the situation of this room the 
essential privity to our sessions was lacking, 
and we have reason te believe that a witness, 
against whom an i dictment had been found, 
being allowed to loiter in the corridor, over- 
heard our conference and made his escape. We 
therefore recommend that suitable jury rooms 
be provided before the next term of court. 


Attention is called to the great 
expense 


imposed upon the county for keeping prisoners 
and witnesses because of the infrequent sittings 
of court. In our examinations, we found a 
man held 
BIX months or more to await our 


action and rgainst whom the complaint was 
finally dismissed tor lack of evidence. 
Con 


aider tor a moment the injusticedoce an ii no- 
cent man in such a case; deprived of his liberty 
for over bix months, subject to the hardships 
incident to incarceration, and in fact" made to 
serve a term wbich in all probability he would 
not be sentenced to if proven guilty. 
It is at 


the best a very equivocal manner of adminis- 
tering justice. \Ve regard it as an imperative 
duty to both county and prisoners, that more 
frequent sittiuga of the court in this place be 
ordained.

it is incumbent upon him to exercise this dis- 
cretion in tbe most careful and guarded manner.

While we do not intimate any collusion we 
consider it a very indifferent performance of a 
public tiust and hope that th'a reference to the 
practice will cause a~i discontinuance. 
The 


justice and clerks should use more than ordi- 
nary care in tbe safe keeping of tbe important 
and valuable capers entrusted to them and we 
condemn the laxity tbat has prevailed in this 
respect. We found it impracticable to locate 
the responsibility for the luss of an important 
bail bond and suggest the advisability ot giving 
receipts for transcripts ot cases and other papers 
passed between the justice and clerk of tbe 
COD It. 


Co>CERNt!JG THE COUNTY JAIL. 


Tie grand jurors found the food ample and 


well cooked, but discovered it was customary to 
detail prisoners or witnesses in the capacity ot 
cook. We deprecate this practice as unauthor- 
ized and tending to invite escapes. We believe 
the allowance per diem for prisoners is intended 
to 
cover 
all 
expenses 
of 
preparing 


the food, and if not a correction is urgent. 


The sanitary condition of tbe jail is bad and 


active measures should at once be taken to 
remove the noxiousness of the place. Owing to 
B defective pipe the defecating facilities are so 
restricted as to be both indecent and extreme!} 
insolnbrious. 1 he ventilation of the cage room 
ia very poor and (it was suggested by the county 
physician) can be remedied at a small expense" 
His plan deserves attention. The supply of 
water seemed insufficient and the means for 
preserving cleanliness of the prisoners unequal 
to the purpose. A prison hygiene should be 
established immediately, and among other regu- 
lations one requiring tbe inmates to thoroughly 
clean their respective compartments every day 
should be rigidly enforced. 
We advise such 


precautions to be taken against vermin aa the 
circumstances permit. Blankets and bedding 
should be frequently and thoroughly aired and 
nnch effectual measures required of the prison- 
era in respect to their clothing as would be 
natural)? snggeated. Learning informally that 
some officials had employed prisoners t<> d'> riri 
vate work and beirg unable to obtain sufficient 
facts to warrant an investigation we take this 
occasion to condemn such practices a«t unliwfnl 
and not likely to be passed over lightly if de 
tected. In c mnection with the above it is but 
just to say of the jail officers that the crowded 
condition of tbe cage made it a difficult task, 
perhaps an inapossib'e one, with the limited 
assistance at hand to keep toe prison in proper 
order. The sittings of the court at short iuter 
vals may remedy this, but we think that p-i on- 
ers held for trial should not be confined with 
convicts. The groes in just ce and inhumanity 
ot condemning persona presumably innocent to 
the closest and most constant association with 
felons, some of whom may have loathesome 
diseases of which in an instance we observed the 
symptoms were plainly visible ia to obvious to 
require further comment. We recognize the 
necessity of conducting the county affairs with 
the most rigid economy and hesitate to recom- 
mend now the incurring of any large expense, 
but the necessities of the case demand tbat the 
enlargement of the jail be considered at a very 
early date. However, if the city of Bismarck 
provide a'lockup, as in our opinion it should 
tbe necessity for an extension of the county jail 
would for the present be obviated. That it will 
be necessary for the city to do this eventually 
we entertain no doubt, but merely suggest the 
expediency of considering the question now. 


No unnecessary charity burdens should be 


assumed. Before admitting any one to public 
support the applican 's standing should be 
ascertained and assistance rende ed commen- 
surate with their desert and poverty. In no 
case should paupers be received who have in- 
comes sufficient for their maintenance.

GENTLEMEN; On the 20th of May last, at a 


convention of county commiti-mrs held at 
Fargo, and attended by a creditable number 
from various parts of the territory aa organiza- 
tion was effected, an association duly formed 
and a constitution and bylaws governing the 
same adopted. 


S c. 2 Ait. 1, of the constitution is ai tollows: 


"The object of the association shall be to meet 
together for mutual exchange of ideas relative 
to county government, to insure uniformity in 
the administration of county affairs and to ad- 
vance the good of the whole territory." 


Art. 2, Sec. 1. "Every county commissioner 


holding such office in Dakota shall by virtue of 
his office be an active member, and erery county 
auditor, county attorney, county 
treasurer 


county assessor, connty 
superintendent of 


schools and register of deeds shall be honorary 
members." 


Sec. 4. "Any honorary member may act as 


proxy for any commissioner or commissioners 
of the county in which he may ho!d office." 


The deliberations of I hat meeting irere mani- 


festly interesting and profitable, and the opin- 
ion seemed to unanimously prevail that a spec- 
ial meeting should be held at Bismarck during 
the coming session of the legislature, for the 
purpose of formulating and presenting to that 
body such amendments to the territoual lawp, 
touching connty affairs, as might m the wisdom 
of the association be deemed advisable, and the 
executive committee were clothed with author- 
ity to call such a meeting. They have therefore 
fixed upon Wednesday, the 14th day of January. 
1885, and invite and urge npon every active and 
honorary member to be present ready to do 
their part toward the presentation and discussion 
of such matters as may properly be considered 
by them. Especially should every commissioner 
and connty auditor take advantage of this op- 
portunity to assist'in securing such legislation 
as is so much needed. 


Every connty should be represented, and 


especial)* we urge npon you to consider the 
importance of having each legislature district 
represented, so that a direct appeal may the 
more effectually be made to each member of 
the legislature from his immediate eonetitnente- 
You can in no way serve the interests of your 
connty more profitably than by aiding in ob- 
taining proper legislation, or preventing the 
enactment of such measures aa would be im- 
proper or injurious. 


We aie assured by the board of commissioners 


of Bnrleigh connty that no effort will be spared 
to make your visit to Bismarck pleasant, and 
we desire to let them know as soon as possible 
how many will be in attendance so that they 
may provide sufficient entertainment.

was about to -pitch in" laid his hand upon 
his arm to i e-train him, and was peremp- 
torily ordered to desist or be knocked 
down. Mr. Covcde, cf Pennsylvania, caught 
up a heavy stoneware spittoon with which 
to "brain"' whoever might seem to deserve it, 
but fortunately did not get far enough into 
the excited crowd to find an appropriate sub- 
ject for his vengeance, and all over the hall 
everybody was excited for the tima 


Fortunately it did not la^t long and no 


weapons w-ere openly displayed When order 
was restored several gentlemen were found 
to present an excessively tumbled and dis- 
ordered appearance, but there remained lit- 
tle else to recall the excitement.

other to explain their pacific dispositions and 
that they; got into a fight where their only 
purpose was to prevent a fight.

BEK FRANKLIN'S FUND 


HOW BOSTON'S WISEST SON MEANT 


TO HELP OTHERS. 


The Philosopher's Cartons Bequest to 


"Yonns Married Artificers" and Its 


Growth—IU Usefulness Hampered 


by Inflexible Conditions. 


[Boston Globe.] 


Every person who possesses any knowledge 


of Boston's history, every one who has read 
the life of Benjamin Franklin, and thousands 
of newspaper readers besides, know the gen- 
eral fact that that there is a "Franklin fund/ 
that it was in some way intended to benefit 
young Boston mechanics, and that the 
changed condition of industrial pursuits has 
in some way interfered with the original 
p^an of the dosor, and that his bequest of 
1,000 pounds sterling has grown to nearly 
j200,OOJ. So little has been said about it in 
very recent years, however, that the details 
of the gift an! its object seem to have been 
forgotten by the major portion of the com- 
munity. 


Franklin's will was made July 17.1788, in the 


83rd year ot his age. 
In this be provided 


for tha di-tnbution of silver medals to the 
ir.ost distinguished boys in the schools oi 
B stoa, bequeathing for the purpose IOC 
pounds srerl nj. the interest of which was to 
be devoted to this object. This origh-al be- 
quess now airounts to §4 000, which is in- 
vested in city 5 p?r cent, bonds, but-the £.V. 
interest is now inadequate, and tbe school 
committed now appiopriates annual!y 
much Targer su-a as a tricute to Fran!:'i i'^ 
memory. 


Having thus provide! for tho enooarage- 


njeut of education iu his native town, i.e ra- 
ipembered his own early difficulties ia t 
effort to enlarge bis business, wLen a lean o. 
5J pounds sterling would have te?ii cou- 
siJtred almost a loitune. Accordingly. Jai.3 
23, 17S9, he prepared a lengthy codicil to 1 
will. This codicil was the or.gln of the 
'•Franklin fund," as it i, new known, the 
objects of which will fully appear from cbe 
following extracts from the codicil: 


I, having considerel that among arti an. 


good appi entices are most likely to bccum- 
good citizens, and having myself" Leen br-.d 
to a manual art, printing, m my native 
town, and afterward assisted to set up my 
business m Philadelphia, by k:nd loans of 
mqpey from two friends thei'e, which was 
the foundation of iny fortune, and of all 
the utility in life that may be ascribed to 
me, I wish to be useful even after death, it' 
possible, in forming and advancing other 
young men that may be serviceable to their 
country in both these towns. To this end I 
devote 2,0 0 pounds sterling, of which I give 
1,000 pounds sterling thereof to tLe inhabi- 
tants of the town of Boston, and the other 
1 000 pounds sterling to the inhabitants of 
the eicy of Philadelphia, in trust, to and for 
the uses, intents" and purposes hereinafter 
mentioned and dclared. 


The said sum of 1,000 pound sterling if ac- 


cepted by the city of Boston, shall be man- 
/ageJ. under the direction of the selectmen 
united with the ministers of the oldest Epis- 
copalian, Congregational and Presbyterian 
churches in that town, who are to let out the 
same upon interest at 5 per cent, per annum, 
to such young artificers, under the age of 25 
years, as having served an apprenticeship in 
said town, and faithfully fulfilled the duties 
required in their indentures so as to obtain 
good moral character from at least two re- 
spectable citizens, who are willing to bscome 
their sureties in a bond with the applicants, 
for the repayment of the moneys ro lent with 
interest according to the terms here nafter 
prescribed: 


* * * As these loans are intended to 


as^'st yoting married artificers in setting up 
their business, they are to be proportioned 
by tbe disci etion of the managers, so as not 
to exc2ed 60 pounds sterling to one person, 
nor to be less than 15 pounds sterling * * * 
lhe.-e aids may be small at first, but as the 
capital increases by the accumulated interest, 
they will be more ample. And in order to 
serve as many as possible in then- turn, as 
well as to make the repayment of the princi- 
pal more easy, each borrower 
shall be 


obliged to pay, with the yearly interest, one- 
tenth part of the principal, which sums of 
principal and interest, so paid in, shall be 
again let out to fresh borrowers. 


Thfi codicil expresses the hope that mana 


gers will devote their time and attention to 
the matter gratis; that the money will not 
be diverted to any other purpose, but con- 
tinually augmenting,, so that other towns 
might have some of its benefits. It is esti- 
mated that the fund would in 100 years reach 
tbe sum of 135,000 pounds sterling, of which 
100.000 pounds sterling, was then to be paid 
out in public works of utility. The other 31.- 
000 was to be continued to be let out at in- 
terest in the manner directed for another 
100 years. "At tee end of this second term," 
cout.nues Dr. Franklin, "if no unfortunate 
accident has prevented the operation, the 
sum will be 4,061,000 pounds sterling, ol 
which 1 leave 1,061,000 pounds starling to the 
disposition of the inhabitants of tha town ol 
Boston, and 3,000,000 pounds sterling to thc- 
disposition of the government of the state, 
not presuming to carry my views farther."' 


The bequest to Philadelphia was under ex 


actiy similar conditions to the above. In 
concluding his directions. Dr. Franklin ?aid: 


I wish, iadeeJ, that they may both {.Boston 


and Philadelphia] uu leriake to endeavor ra 
execution of the project, because I thru!-, 
that, though unforseen difficulties mayanse. 
ex; eJients will be found to remove them and 
the the scheme will be found practicable. 


The experience of the trustees and man- 


agers of this fund shows how useless it is foi 
man, however wise, to make nflexiblecon ii- 
tions in regard to his property which shall 
continue i»i force for a cearury, or eren tiny 
years. The changes in populati .n. business 
methods and social life cannot be aiitieipited 
by any man for a sinjle genjratiOii. la 17-Jl, 
50 pounds sterling or tJDO was a Isr-ja sum. 
Its purchasing power was mora than double 
thatof thepivs_-ntd:iY. If the loins raider the 
will could, ^e m-de ;.s high as -Si.OUJ or $sOu 
even, a better class of borrower-, woala be 
attracted to tiiem, and con-equentlv a mere 
responsible set of bondsmen would be secured, 
and tfce chance cf loss ba corresp.tadiuirlv 
diininished. A young man to-day wiio can- 
not borrow of a friend the small sum of 6300 
can hardly be a de irab'le borrower from this 
land, and still less can he furnish satisfactory 
bondsmen. At the present there are but 
three borrowers who are using the money or 
this fund in pursuance of the system devised 
by Franklin. Applications are few, and a 
majority of these do not come within the re- 
strictions of the wilL 
The trustees have 


waived the provision concerning apprentice- 
ship, because of the fact that indentures are 
no longer a part of our industrial-system; 
but they still insist upon the other conditions 
—that the applicant shall bo a mechanic 
married, under 25 years of age, and furnish 
responsible bondsmen.

MACHINERY AND LABOR. 


Ha» machinery Displaced Human Labort 


Temporary Disturbances. 


[Sew York Tribune.] 


In every civilized land, at this time, there 


is complaint that times are hard. Every- 
where the cause is said by many to be over- 
production. But how can it be a cause to 
mankind to have the objects of human 
desire supplied in greater abundance and 
more cheaply? If there is overproduction all 
over the world, as some reason, that means 
merely that the supply of things useful for 
human happiness is greater all over the 
world than the present demand. In reply to 
this natural suggestion, we are told that a 
vast amount of labor has been displaced by 
machinery, that a general disturbance cf -the 
labor market has been caused, and that a 
great number of persons have been thrown 
out of employment. The very change which 
some call a blessing brings ruin to many 
producers, and forces many employers to cut 
down wages, and curtails the ability of 
workers to consume products of other in- 
dustries. Thus we are taught to believe that 
the progress of science and invention is a 
progress toward human misery. 


Is it true, then, that machinery has dis- 


placed human labor? "A century ago rela- 
tively fewer persons were* employed in any 
other avocation than in tilling the soil than 
are now so1 employed. Machinery has cre- 
ated a uc-w world ; it has cheapened almost 
everything ttat man desires. It has brought 
within the reach of the humblest not only a 
vast number of products wholly unknown a 
century ago, but luxuries and comfoi^ 
vvhich a century ago even the riehast cou <l 
not afford to commonly enjoy. 
Meanwhile 


has it displaced labur? On the contrary, li 
has made work for a vast population oot i i-* 
of the racier aits whica were formerly par 
sued. Has it displaced the shoemaker; No; 
more p^r^ons than ever beforo are maki.ijj 
shoes, because HKre shoes are made and tt^cf. 
cheapness permitting multitudes to wear 
them TI ho formerly could not. So there are 
more setting-girls, in spite of sev.-mg-ma- 
chmes. 


There are more farm-workers, in spile Ot 


all the agricultuial machines. There arc 
mere cotton and woollen and ^ilk weavers in 
.-pita of 
those 
numerous 
improvements 


which seem to do with steam- and iron the 
work of human bends better than human 
hands could do it. And to crown all, the 
wages in all brand es of labor have risen. 
In every occupation, from the rudest to the 
mofrt skilled, ftvm laun labor to the most 
delicate manipulation of tools and 
ma- 


chinery, labor is better paid in money than 
it was before the age of invention. And, 
moreover, each dollar of the money re 
ceived will buy far more food than a dollar 
w onld have bought a century ago, far more 
••lothinj, and more things for the supply of 
all human wants. 


Thus it is simply blundering to say that 


machinery does, cr can, in the long run, sup- 
plant or displace human labor. 
On the 


contrary, the use of machinery is limited 
only by the human labor that can be brought 
to employ it. Every labor-fcav.ng invention 
enables one human want to be more cheaply 
BupplieJ, so that a part of the human labor 
expended in satisfying it can be turned to 
the supply of other wants. The overproduc- 
tion theory, except as limited to a very nar- 
row field, and within a narrow compass ot 
tiire, is altogether without foundation. The 
human race as a whole does not suffer be- 
cause its powers of production are increased, 
or because its wants can be more easily and 
cheaply supplied, or because things needed 
for human comfort and use are more abund- 
antly produced. Temporarily, and within 
some particular market, production may at 
times so far outrun the demand that a dis- 
turbance results. But this is not the phe-

The Felicity of Getting Up Early 


Tending tbe Stock—The Hired Man 


—Ways of Planting and 


Harvesting. 


[New York Times.] 


"So you think yon would like to bs a 


farmer?" said the honest member of that pro- 
fession (called honest for the sake of euphem 
ism) to the historian, from the seat of a 
dingy wagon at the Gansevoort market 
u. 


suppose somebody has been telling you tha 
the farmer is the only independent man on 
the face of, the broad earth, and that the 
rural life of the tiller of the soil is one long 
paradfce of peace and happiness, with none 
of the harrowing cares of business or the 
wearing rush and grin-1 of the great city to 
drive him to premature old age and insane 
asylums. I'll tell you how much work he 
does, and then yon judge for yourself. Let's 
see; where shall I begin'" 
i 


"Begin with the 1st of January," sug 


gestecl the historian. 


"Well," continued the honest farmer, 


reaching down from the seat of the dingy 
wagon to administer-a slight kick to his 
dingy nigh horse and shout "Woa!" though 
the beast had not moved fcr ten minutes. 
"Well, I'll begin with the 1st of January.' 
I have a farm of seventy-five acres, which 
fortunately belongs to me. 
Otherwise I 


should be obliged to pay from 6300 to $500 
rent per year, which would about swamp al 
the profit I get from it. Now, for farm woik 
in January. That is about tho laziest time 
of the year for tha farmers. I keep ten 
cows and sell milk in the city, and so I am 
obliged to get up about 5 o'clock in the 
morning to milk my cows and get the milk 
to the station in time for tbe train at 
8 o'clock.

sleeps so hard that he might be kidnaped 
and given a Russian rath without waking 
up. When you once do get him waked up 
he's all right, though, for the day. 
Then we 


go out to the barn and start a fire in a boiler 
to warm the feed for the cows, and while 
that is warming we clean out the stables. 
Did you ever take hold of a pitchfork on a 
cold winter's morning? 
Well, the handle of 


a pitchfork is the coldest thing theie is. It's 
colder even than the village trustee you 
voted for on the morning alter his election. 
If the thermometer is 10 degrees below zero 
in the morning the handle of the pitchfork 
Vill be 15 degrees below, and it's a peculiar 
species of penetrating cold that goes right 
through the thickest mittens. 
After you've 


had hold of that pitchfork about six minutes 
you'll begin to wish that your parents had 
been born on different sides of the globe and 
never met each other. 


"Well, when you get the cows milked you 


go and clean oif the horse you are going to 
drive to the station with the milk, or rather 
you let your hired boy do that and you go 
in and get your breakfast—salt pork, fried 
potatoes, and coffee, all very waafc Lut the 
pork. When you get back from the station 
it will be about 9 o'clock, and four hours' 
work done. While you have been gone the 
hired man has fed the horses, the pigs, and 
the chickens—if he has done his j duty. 
Now 


comes the business of watering them, cows 
and all. You will find in the country that a 
beneficient Providence has situated all bams 
about ICO feet from the pump. It is a special 
dispensation so that you shall ,not become 
effete for want of exercise.

and the water splashes over from the pails 
into your Lootlegs as you walk, and which is 
very cooling when the thermometer is below 
zero. And you wouldn't believe how much 
the beasts will drink when you bring it to 
'em. If you turn them out to a trough they 
will take about two swallows of water apiece. 
If you carry it to them in pails they will 
drink three pailfuls apiece out of pure cuss- 
edness, just for the sake of seeing you carrv 
it. After you get the animals all watered 
you and the hired man chop feed enough to 
last for the remainder of the day and the 
next morning. The chopper turns like a 
Waterbury watch, and when you have 
"chopped"' ior half au hour you w ill be will 
ing to go through the machine yourself and 
come out in small pieces rather than torn it 
any longer. The man who invented th<_se 
cutters ought to be treated that way. just as 
they utilized 51r. Guillotine upon h;s own in 
vention iu France.

to feed all the animals at noon, ami then you 
go in to dinner. After dinner you exchange 
compliments with yoar wife, while the hiied 
mail chops the wood.

J'lhus you occupy yourself in winter. 


When gentle—spring, diphtherial mildnes- 
corner, you begin to get ready for the sum- 
mer. Eefore the snow is off the ground you 
begin to cart your fertilizer out to the fields 
f-oasto take advantage of the sleighing to 
get it tLere. You ako take down your rail 
fence.-, and put them up again because the 
snow will .have shifted them all, and you 
must get that done before the plowing season 
begins. 
You begin to plow as soon as the 


frost gets out of tbe ground, and with this 
real commencement of the agricultural sea- 
son your work begins. 
Yon have been 


resting all winter to prepare for it. 


"All through the lovely, leafy month of 


June you spend your time hoeing the pota- 
toes, com, etc. The invention of the Color- 
ado beetle hae added another pleasing com- 
plication to the raising of potatoes, for you 
now have an opportunity to amuse yourself 
by sprinkling them' with Paris green and 
water, wh ch only makes them fat and en- 
riches the 'druggist you buy the stuff of. 
Tow aid the latter^part of June and the first 
of July you begin haying, and now you work 
about twenty-two hours a day. Between the 
first and second crop of hay there is jurt 
about time enough to hoe everything again, 
and after tbe second crop you begin harvest- 
ing.

Climate and Products of KJi:nt chatka. 


[Nature.] 


The hills are covered with forests of fir, 


larchf cedar, birch, etc., and in thete are 
found numerous wild animals such as. the 
fur sable, the otter, foxes of all colors, and 
the bear, which latter, on account of the 
great supply ot food, attacks iie.tUer man 
nor the domestic animals. It is curious to 
note that the squirrel, which is universal in 
Siberia, is not found here at all. Swans, 
wild ducks, etc., are found in great quanti- 
ties in the lakes and marshes in the interior, 
and their eggs, as well as the birds them- 
selves, are taken in f r at number* by the peo- 
ple. Fi-h, which throng the rivers in enormous 
numbers in the summer, form the principal 
food of thejiatives. For the mrst part tliey 
are salrnonTand ara dried and store 1 up fc.r 
the wintey, but owing to the scarcity and 
dearncss of salt the fish f i eqneiil ly become 
rotten, a-ul the people suffer great privation. 


TBe i Igor of the winter is much softened 


by ocean currents, 
which create 
those 


thick, continuous fogs that render the coast so 
dangerous to navigation. The total popula- 
tion of both sexes is put down at only 0,500 
soul-;, but owing to the total ab-euca of agri- 
culture, and totho primitive methods adopted 
for •nint?r. the-u are frequently in .1 state of 
semi-starvation. For all except bare food 
they ha'.e to look abicad—clothes, utensil-,, 
tea, tobacco, etc. and ail thobe they purchase 
by means of their fur sablo, whi"h is une- 
qualed in any ot'ierpart of the world. 


The question whether agriculture is' possi- 


ble in the peninsula has never 3 et teen an- 
swered. Markets exist in the ports of east'rn 
Siberia, which are at pre-ent supplied wjth 
such articles as salt meat, butter, cloth, and 
hides from Sail Francisco. The main obsta- 
cle to agriculture is the excessively damp 
and constantly foggy climate. The --un sel- 
dom shines, end does not, therefore, give 
enough warmth fir the growth of rye and 
wheat. ,The trade U almost wholly with 
California, and as there is little or no money 
there it is carried on by a system of ex- 
change, tho natives offering their sable 
skins in return for such goorls as they re- 
quire.

Burning of an Orphan Asylum. 


NEW YOBR, Dec 18.-The Catholic 
mala 


orphan asylum at St.Marks and Albany avenues, 
Brooklyn,burned this afternoon and it is feared 
some of the children perished in the flames. 
The isters in charge think all escaped, bnt 
cannot tell until the roster of the boys is called. 
The little fellows are now scattered about in 
care of residents of the neighborhood. Sister 
Mary Josephine, who was in the dormitory at 
the time the fire broke ont, made heroic efforts 
to save the little ones. She remained ia the 
room until ab-olntelv driven ont by the flames; 
then she ran to a window, where she stood upon 
the cornice until Foreman McGroarty of Engine 
14 from the roof of the building swung bis coat 
to her. The sister caught the coat, bnt when 
McGroarty tried to pull her from her perilous 
posi'ion phe lost her grasp and fell to the 
ground. She struck upon her shoulder and 
head. 
She was conveyed to St. Catherines 


hospital 
in 
an 
unconscious 
condi- 


tion. 
Joseph Ryan, a 
boy, 
tried 
to 


descend by a ladder from ths same floor, the 
third, and got within eight feet 
from 
the 


ground when the ladder parted. John McGrath, 
eight years old, tumped from the third story 
and was badly injured. 
Mother Decbantil and 


Sister Anthony were in the office when the fire 
was discovered. They at once gave the alarm 
and proceeded so get the youngsters ont of the 
building. There were 785 orphans in the main 
building, which is also known as St. John's 
Home. They were told to leave the home and 
seek shelter m any neighboring house until 
called for. There was great excitement among 
the inmates. 
Hundreds of little fellows ran 


out into the falling snow, hatless and coatlees. 
The flames spread witn great rapidity and the 
buildings were almost completely destroyed. 
The asylum and grounds occupi d an entire 
block. 


There were about thirty sisters 
in 
the 


asylum and^a number of them went out with 
the boys, but it was impossible to keep the 
little fellows together. 
They sought refuge in 


c ir stables, dwellings, saloons and stores near 
by. Rev Father Bronson took nearly a hundred 
of them to his home and the asylnm attached 
to a church of charity foundation close by, 
received another considerable nnmbar. 
Father 


Branson, who was early at the scene and did 
excellent work in getting the inmates out, 
hcpps no lives have been lost. Edward Hasslet' 
a city official, who reachtd the building soon 
aiter the fare occurred, says he never saw so 
ranch excitement. 
Children were runnirg out 


of every entrance, both on St. Mark's and 
Albany avenues. Many of them were thinly 
clad but were soon provide i with clothing 
of 
one kind 
or 
another 
by 
neighbors. 


Had the fire department came sooner he thinks 
the building would not have been such a loss. 
John Watfield, a grocer, and George Irish placed 
* ladder against a second story window on Al- 
bany avenue and Irish handed down several 
boj s, when the crowd called him to come down 
on account of the proximity of the fUmes,which 
were bursting out of the windows just beneath 
him 
Patrick Cahill 13 confident he saw a 


woman back from a window into the fire; he 
also believes all the boys did not get ont,though 
all expect that those in the boiler wing escaped 
without trouble. Engineer James A. Wilson 
said ' We had iwo engines of sixty horse power 
each. I was attending to the fires when one of 
the boys cims rushing down saying the building 
wai on 
fire 
I 
found he was 
right 


and 
1 
banked 
my 
fires 
and 
filled 


the boilers with cold water so they could not 
explode. By this time the fire had reached the 
boiler room and 1 had barely time to escape. I 
do not kaow how the fire originated, only that 
it broke ont in the drying room " One of the 
boj s in the asylnm said the fire was cau ed by 
another boy who went into the drying room 
with a candle and accidentally 4et some clothes 
on fire. The flames, the boy said, leaped up in 
a moment atd all who were in the room ran 
ont. Father Eugene P. Mahony, who was in 
charge of the building, thinks all the children 
escaped. He gives credit to the firemen for their 
work.^ Some of the faremen look great risks on 
the high ladders thc-y had to climb; the flanies 
swept about them and the timbers of the 
building seemed constantly about to give away. 
George Matthes, 
of 
truck 3, had drawn 


large hose with hita np a ladder on the Albany 
avenue side, after the interior had been burned 
out and the walls seemed about to fall. 
He 


thongnt be had th3 hose securely losh«d to the 
ladder, but when the water cime through it was 
jerked from its fastening and knocked Matthes 
to the ground, a distance of thirty feet. 
He 


wa* seriously injured. Another fireman was 
badly burnf d and otherwise injured by being 
knocked from a ladder by a pie.ce of falling 
cornice. 


On the night of November 9, 186?, th' former 


Catholic orphan asylum building burned during 
a driving snow storm and three of 248 children 
were burned to death. The asylum building 
dtstrwyed t >day was valued at f 200,000; in- 
sured . 


It is announced late tonight that Sister Mary 


Josephine, who fell from the third story win- 
dow, waa dead. 


The Times, in its account of the burning of 


the Brooklyn Catholic orphan asylnm, indi- 
cates tiat all the children were rescued nnin 
jured exc»f tthe two already mentioned. Sister 
Josephine is dead. 


The walls, floor lag and wainscoating were of 
yellow pine and the space between the ceiling 
and slate roof win not filled in, so that the fire 
rapidly made its way along the upper floor. 
There were no d viding walls of brick at any 
point OB this floor. At the time the fire began 
the larger boya in the institution were playing 
in the court yard, making slides on the newly 
fallen snow, or snow balling. About thirty five 
children were in the infirmary on the second 
floor, under tha c^re of Sister Anthony. 
Their 


little wan faces ^ere peering at the windows, 
watching the larger boys play. On the floor 
above 
were 
twenty-five 
more 
children 


suffering from i ore eyes, in charge ot Sister 
Mary Josephine.

were in b=d; these she caused the strongest of 
the boys to take iu their arms,and having maie 
her charges form a line she marched them 
safely out of the burning building. The fear- 
stricken children ran about the rooms calling 
for help; some rushed down stairs in the blind- 
ing smoke.

A fireman lying prone on the roof on the 


main building, attempted to swing his over- 
coat to an imperiled sister. The first and sec- 
ond attempts were unsuccessful, the end of the 
coat falling short. He swung the coat the third 
time, and its edge just touched the building 
The sister sprang and grasped it, and for a mo- 
ment it seemed as if her life waa saved and the 
crowd cheerea lustily 
For a moment she 


swung in the air between two buildings, then 
her grasp relaxed, and she fell to the ground, 
dying soon afteiward. 


A boy and woman were now seen on the roof, 


and three men placed a ladder against the wall, 
but it did not reach wiiLin five feet of the roof 
One of the men mounted the ladder, and the 
little fellow leaped into his arms and was 
saved. The woman looked to the bottom of 
the ladder and then to the flames, gradually ap- 
proaching. A bystander yelled to her to keep 
her courage up, she looked into the burning 
building as if

and commenced edging away from the ladder. 
Suddenly the flames shot up beneath her feet 
and with a cry of agony she fell backward into 
the blazing mass. With a cr jsh the roof fell and 
soon the entire building was a ma s of fUmes. 


Johnny Ryaa, a little fellow 7 jears of age, 


attempted fo escape by dim I ing dowu a water 
pipe, when the pipe gave way and he was borne 
to the hospital with his sknll fractured. 


Late this evening a list had been made up 


and 123 were unaccounted for, and v bile it 
may turn out that not one of these is among 
the ruins, the fact remains. The burnt timbers, 
iron and fallen bricks have not yet been re- 
moved and may entomb many more corpses 
than have been recovered. 
TJO trustees of the 


home have hired a force of men to continue the 
search until it is settled beyond question that no 
more bodies are in the wreck of the body of the 
building. 


Edde McGrath, one of the kitchen boys 12 


years of age, was going in to wash cups when the 
hre broke ont; he ran in and was saved. Speak- 
ing to a reporter McGrath said there were seven 
boys in the infirmary on the third floor afflicted 
with sore eyes ana about twenty-three with 
malarial fever. He said seven were unable to 
leave tKeir beds and suggested that ptobably 
they were the first victims. 


Children were received at the home on various 


conditions. Most of them were orphans and 
some half orphans and in addition to these a 
tew were committed by police magistrates 
where the parents were either incapable or un- 
willing to provide for them. 


The remains of the woman found in the ruins 


were tho«e of Mary McCarrin, a widow of Pearl 
street, Brooklyn. She was visiting her son. The 
county charity commissioners offer the trustees 
several vacant buildings for the children. 


Tuesday, aided by a squad of police and assist- 
ants burned several ranches near the boarder 
line of Gallatin county and ej-cted the intrn 
dera. One, a mountaineer, known as Buckskin 
Joe, for showing fight and resistance waa ar- 
rested and sent to Wyoming for trial.

covered with a dozen Winchesters. 
Trav- 


erse men, not wishing to see bloodshed, 
made no resistance. The mob remained about 
an hour and then went away with the county 
safe and all the private property they conla 
find. The inside of the court house is a perfect 
wreck. The United States mail carrier was 
stopped and the mail overhauled. The depart- 
ment has been notified. The safe contained no 
valuable records or papers. The mob destroyed 
a large number of papers, among which were 
several hundred chattel mortgages, which will 
be a great loss to the mortgagees. All other 
county records are safe, the county clerk having 
removed them from the conrt house. A notice 
was posted on the conrt house door this morn- 
ng to the effect that the records were safe, and 
that business would be transacted as usual. 
The above statement is true and correct as nearly 
as can be ascertained.

Report en ulandera. 


Dr. Treocy, Teterinary surgeon of the Seventh 


cavalry at Fort Yates, has made the following 
report on the discovery of glanders among the 
horses on the stage route between Bismarck 
and Yates. The doctor u-ges upon the civil au- 
thorities the necessity of stringent measures for 
preventing the spreading of the. disease. The 
following ia a copy of the report, a copy of 
which has also been sent to Governor Pierce, 
with recommendations: 


FOBT YATES, Dak.. Dec. 20,18&L 


Lieut, Brush, Regimental Quartermaster Seven- 


teenth Infantry: 
SIR: In accordance with your instructions I 


respectfully intimate that I visited the stables 
of the Fort Yates and Biamaick stage company, 
and there found two sorrel horses affected with 
acute glanders, aa shown by the following 
symptoms, viz: Profuse nasal discharge, gan- 
grenous 
lungs, 
fcetid 
breath, glanderous 


chancres, a depraved constitutional condition 
generally, with a thermome ric temperature of 
103% and 103 4-5 respectively. Those vtry at" 
imalsvDonvey the mail to the postoffice within 
the military limits daily. Attention ia ca'lej to 
tbe dreadfully infections and contagions nature 
of this disease, not only to the equine but to 
tbe human race. In the latter it assumes & vir- 
ulent and fatal form; in the former it frequent- 
ly assumes a chronic form for indefinite per- 
iods, daring which animals so affected, although 
performing their usual labor, are fertile sources 
i f its propagation. I am credibly informed 
that not only are the animals on the stage refute 
diseased but through them it has spread and is 
spreading through the adjoining counties with 
many fatalities. In view of the fact that the 
virus or contagion is disseminated by means 
of attendants, clothes, harness, mail bags, in 
fact anything that contacts the nasal or oral 
discharges ot dis-ased animals, I respectfully en 
treat that the most stringent measures are nec- 
essary iu order to insure its non conveyance to 
animals or persons in the fort employment. An 
outbreak therein not only would necessitate the 
sacrifice of a large number of valuable animals 
but human life would be endangered.

Captain Louis S; SsrigeF, of the 17th infantry 


brevet major United 8£sfc» army, for mmy 
years stationed at Fort Limtfli^ ftnd well known 
to everybody in the Missouri sl6pfe> died at 
Dixoo, Hi., Tuesday the 23d inst. Captain 
Sanger entered the army as private in compa'fcy 
O, Fir** battalion 17th infantry, Sspt. 19,1861. 
Waa promoted to second lieutenant July 19, 
1862; promoted to first lieutenant August 9th, 
1862, and was made a captain July 21st, 1865. 
He was born in Maine and waa appointed from 
the racks. During the winte" and spring of 
1884 Captain Banger was in command at Fort 
Lincoln, and although traits of character *and 
military ideas, v hich were peculiarly his own, 
made him unpopular with a elasa, no one ever 
said auqht against him as a soldier in the field. 
He was brave and dashing and bss many ad- 
mirers among those who knqsv of bis exploits 
with Indians in tbe past. Captain Banger's 
death promote- Lieut. W. P. Rogers, of Fort 
Yates, who will remove to Fort Lincoln.

county, near the Minnesota line, and the officers 
are threatened with banging. 


Governor Pierce received the following tele- 


gram Saturday: 


TBAVBBS, Roberta Co., Dao. 20,1884. 


G. A. PIEECE, Governor:—An armed mob 


stole part of tbe county records and safe this 
morning. They threatened to hang every offi- 
cer, including myself, and burn the court bouse 
and every building in town if they do not get 
ihe balance I must have armed assistance or 
the citizens will be violently handled. The 
nob-is expected back tonight and I mast have 
help at once. Nothing but promptness will 


save bloodshed. Have attempted to do my doty 
and was covered by more than a dozen rifles. 


A. H CcmusGS Sheriff. 


Tbe goverror replied to the sheriff, telling 


him to erjmmon the citizen* in a posse, and if 
any one refused to serve, to report his name to 
the judge of th»t judicial district. It would 
be impossible to get assistance to him in less 
than two days, and the governor wants a more 
complete report of the case before he acts. 
Should it be deemed necessary to order out the 
militia to suppress tbe riot, the duties and 
honors will again fall upon the Fargo com- 
panies, as they are nearest tbe scenr. 


The Koberts County Trouble. 


Governor Pierce is still being called upon to 


send help to the people of Tri veree, Roberts 
county. Sheriff Cummings in reply to the gov- 
ernoi'd telegram.telling htm to scminon citizens 
in a poste for self protection, mid that the citi - 
zeas of Traverse have no arms or amnmtion, 
while the people of Wilmot are armed with 
Winchesters. The governor replied as fol- 
lows: 


A. H. CnmmingB, Traverse, Dak.:—I do not 


think the emergency huch aa to justify a call 
upon tbe military. Tue civil antnorities must 
first show that they have tried faithfully and 
failed to quell disturbances. I have no evidence 
that yon cannot enforce order if yon call the 
citizens to your aid. le ought to ba as easy for 
you to obtain arms to enforce tne law as it ii 
for a neighboring town to secure arms to defy 
it. Sue out warrants for the arrest of those 
accused by you and if yon cannot make arrests 
I will send aid. But first show that you h»ve 
done your duty faithfully and bravely.

In a communication to the governor,Adjutant 


Genera] Free of the territorial militia expressed 
a willingness to go to the scene of the troubles 
and report the condition of affairs. The gov- 
ernor replied, telling him to go. Gen. Free 
who lives at Sioux Falls, will reach Travetee 
today. If he reports that the state of affaiis 
requires military interference, the militia will 
be sent. Fargo troops being the nearest, will in 
all probabilities be the ones called upon to 
move. 


No troops have yet been ordered into the 


warlike wilderness of Boberts county, and the 
prospect is that they will not be .The follow- 
ing telegram was receive d by G >vernor Pierce 
yesterday:
